:FAKE PEACE -RUMORS 


.London, June 17.—The war office lias 


•-received the following dispatch from 
Lord Kitchener, dated Pretoria yester- 
day: "NearWilmansrust, twenty miles 
«outU of Middelburg; Transvaal, 250 
"Victorian mounted riSes, who had been 
detached from Beatson's column, were 
surprised in camp at Stenkoolspruit by 
a superior force of Boers at 7:30 p. m'. 
on June 12. The enemy crept to with- 
in a short range and poured in a dead- 
ly fire, killing two officers and sixteen 
men, and wounding, four officers and 
thirty-eight men, twenty-eight of whom 
•were only .slightly wounded. Two of- 
ficers and fifty men escaped to Beat- 
son's 
camp. The 
remainder were 


taken prisoners, but were 
afterward 


released. The enemy captured two 
^pompoms. Full details have not been 
-.received." The serious reverse which 
liord Kitchener reports is the first ac- 
cident of the kind that has happened 
to the Australian contingent, and it is 
supposed to be due to neglect of prop- 
er picketing. Although it is offset by 
the defeat inflicted upon Dewet, UK 
loss of yie guns is regarded as a seri- 
ous matter which' will encourage the 
Boers to continue the struggle. What- 
ever may be the truth in regard to th= 
reported peace negotiations in South 
Africa, the commandos in the field are 
-evidently not a party to them. There 
.are reports of vigorous, activity oa the 
part of the Boers, especially on. the 
Trorder of the Orange River and Cape 
•colonies.

Warfare In Cape Colony. 


It is stated from a British source 


that the Boers and Cape rebels there 
continue to increase in numbers and 
Commandant Kritzinger on June 13 
told a farmer in the 
neighborhood 


that the movement 'of commandoes 
southward' was only 
beginning, and 


that the Boers intend to compel the 
British .to devastate Cape Colony as 
they have the two republics to the 
north. .

Ion on his property. Nothing now 
es in the way of the organizers, and 
(vithin seventy days the trust will be 
ontrolling the entire coal output In 
ndiana. Immediately after the Indl- 
na trust has been Incorporated, the 
Chicago men who are capitalizing it 
vlll organize the Illinois coal mines in 


similar 
combination. Ohio 
and 


'ennsylvania, are already organized 
nd West Virginia will next be turned 
o. The final deal will result in the 
ormation of a gigantic monopoly that 
will control the entire coal output of 
he five states. This trust will ap- 
proach in point of capital, strength and 
money making the Standard'Oil com- 
pany. -John S. Bays, of Sullivan, Ind., 
who Is organizing the trust In' his 
state, says that the public need not be- 
:ome frightened over its formation. 
The price, if raised at all, will advance 
not more than twenty-five cents on the 
ton, for the stockholders will secure 
:heir. profits from the cut in expenses 
attendant upon combining all the coal 
nterests. 
"The.first year," said Mr. 


Bays, "will result in a saving of ?350,- 
000 of 5 per cent interest on f 7,000,000. 
This saving will be made in salaries. 
There are perhaps sixty presidents oi 
coal companies in Indiana, each draw- 
ing salaries ranging from $2,500 to 
$6,000'a year.

The chief of the forestry bureau of 


the Philippines, Captain Ahearn, has 
just Issued a circular which Is applic- 
able to those who are considering bus- 
iness ventures other than lumbering 
in the archipelago. The United States 
attorney-general, it should be borne 
in mind, has construed that the in- 
hibitions on the amendments to the 
Spooner act do not apply to timber 
cutting on government lands.; In part, 
the circular is as follows: 
"At pres- 


ent there are no laws under which 
timber lands can be purchased. There 
is some timber land held by private 
parties, but it is very limited in ex- 
tent and, as a rule, is not on the mar- 
ket. 
The custom for lumbermen 


these islands is to apply for a license 
to cut timber on state land In a cer- 
tain province. 
This license, grantee 


free of charge, Is for a term of one 
year, and can be renewed. As a rule 
applicants can obtain E.S large a tracl 
as they can conveniently exploit. There 
are many large forest districts where 
no licenses have been applied for anc 
which could be profitably handled i 
labor could be obtained. The felled 
timber is measured and appraised as 
it leaves the forest by a forestry offl 
clal.

tion her with almost brutal direct- 
ness. 
Even then she may be too 


quick for you. but there is a chance 
to get out without damage. 
I had 


- a woman on the stand once and was 


just getting to the really telling point 
when 1 saw unmistakeable . signs of 
what was coming. • My next ques- 
tion I felt sure would land her, for 
I had her in a corner, but I dared 
not press my advantage for fear 1 
would lose what little I had gained. 
"That's all," I said quickly, and you 
never saw a more surprised woman 
in your life. She would have fainted 
or wept in another minute, and the 
shock was so great that she looked 
almost resentful 
as she left the 


stand. 
In that instance I think 
I 


made a good point, for my consider- 
ation for her was apparent to the 
jury, and not knowing my cold-blood- 
ed reason, the jurors rather admired 
me for it."

habilitate tlie Irish race on sonin South 
Pacific islands is the latest news which 
comes from the Pacific slope.to Irish 
patriots in this city. The rjews comes 
In the shape of a letter signed by one 
Joseph A. O'Donaghue of 39i% Ninth 
street, San Francisco, and addresssd 
to Captain John Kirwan, who fought 
with Pope's army and. is now in this 
city. Mr. O'Donaghue has four islands 
in view—one island for each of the 
four provinces of the old country, Lein- 
ster, Munster, Ulster and Connaught. 
In • this way the descendants of the 
Irish kings might come into their in- 
herited rights. Mr. O'Donaghue begins 
by saying that he has received a letter 
,/rom a certain nation offering him a 
concession of a number of islands. The 
price, says the
